The cherry grower has been the 
hardest hit of all. Last year board 
of trade returns show a shipping of | 
almost 3,000 crates, while the export 
for 1924 will do well to total 600. The 
May frosts are responsible in great 
measure for the big reduction, but 
the robins and flickers also took a 
heavy toll, some growers affirming 
that the birds ate half of what crop 
the frost left them. 


Plums and Prunes 


Plums and prunes will be just about 
half of last year’s product. The 1923 
export totalled 5,407 crates, whilst 
for 1924 Mr. Twigg reckons 2,300 
crates will account for the total out- 
go. The severe winter is not to 
blame for the slump because the 
trees never carried a finer show of 
bloom—the cold spring, and May cold 
dips did the damage. 


Strawberries 


The shipping of strawberries prom- ; 
| ises to be quite well up to the 22,000 
crates of last year, but this is largely 
due to the fact that acreage under 
|crop has increased considerably, other 
wise the yield would have been hard- 
ly more than 80 per cent. of last 
year’s figures. Wynndel alone has 
50 acres that were harvested from 
this year. The raspberry output is 
bound to be short of 1923. May was 
too cold to produce the required 
vigorous growth to mature a crop, 
while the almost entire absence of 
rain in July shortened up the crop at 
the harvesting end, 

The early August rains should, in 
Mr. Twigg’s opinion, give the Valley 
one of its old-time big years in toma- 
toes. In the neighborhood of 60,000 
tomato plants were put out this 
spring and, for the most part, have 
come along well where the necessary 
cultivation has been given, The horti- 
;culturist states that this year there 
has been a slackening up in the plant- 
ing of both peppers and cucumbers, 
and a decided shrinkage in the potato , 
acreage, |

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)L MEMBERS RECEIVE REPORT OF 


“A farmers co-operative market, is 
the only thing that stabilizes the 
price of produce of the farmer, as the 
wheat pool did to the price of wheat, 
so does a co-operative market obtain 


| better and steadier returns from live- 


stock, poultry, hay and other pro- 
duce.” This was the closing remark 
of E. Cook M.L.A. of Pincher Creek, 
and president of the Pincher Creek 
Co-Operative Farmers Association, 
after he had addressed a largely at- 
tended meeting of the Macleod Wheat 
Pool organization, in the Town Hall, 
Macleod, Aug. 16th. 

The meeting was called for the 
purpose of receiving a report on the 
Wheat Pool Convention in Calgary 
from W. H. Shields, M.L.A., of Mac 
leod, who was appointed delegate 
from this district. Mr. Shields gave 
a splendid report of the Convention, 
and dealt very clearly with his sub- 
ject, showing the splendid results 
obtainable by the wheat pool, and the 
many advantages that the members 
would dervive from the Pool. On the 
advice of Mr. Shields a local com- 
mittee was elected consisting of 
seven farmers from thé surrounding 
district namely, R. Carrol of Hazel- 
mere, D. Gillen of Waterton, J. Horn- 
er of Rathwell, H. Mackintosh of 
Howe, J. Shields of Ardenville, P. H. 
Tolley of Pearce, and A. Burbidge of 
Allanfields. A nominal fee of twenty 
five cents was paid by all members to 
defray postage and other small ex- 


penses. The Wheat Pool in Macleod 


district has a large number of enthus- 
iastic members, who follow the work 
of the Pool very closely. 

At the conclusion of the business 
Mr. Shields introduced Earl Cook, 
M.L.A., and G. H. Stringer of Pincher 
Creek, the former being president, 
and the latter manager of the Pincher 
Creek Co-Op. 


Mr. Stringer addresed the meeting 
and explained very fully the work of 
the Pincher Creek branch, what a 
success it had proven, and how the 
business was organized last year. The 
members of the organization, all of 
whom were farmers from the Pincher 
district were receiving more money 
for their livestock and all produce, 
when it was sold thorugh the associa- 
tion. “We have never yet sold eggs 
for less than 15 cents,” said Mr. 
Stringer, “and we could have sold 
lots more, but the demand was 
greater than the supply. We have 
sold hay at a far better price than the 
farmer would get if he had negotiat- 
ed privately, the same applies to live- 
stock and poultry, both alive and 
dressed.” 


Mr. Stringer strongly advised the 
Macleod farmers to organize right 
away and secure a better market and 
better prices for their produce, at the 
same time building up an organiza- 
tion or business that would belong to 
the producer, and the producer would 
have the full say concerning his 
products.

In the Ladies’ Companion for 1859, 
which I found among things in my 
mother’s trunk when I was home on 
a visit, is the following recipe for 
pickling cucumbers: 

Pick the small, green cucumbers. 
Turn on boiling water; and in 4 or 
5 hours take them out and put them 
in cold vinegar, with a spoonful of 
alum and a teacupful of salt to every 
gallon of vinegar. Turn the vinegar 
from the cucumbers; scald and skim 
it; then turn it on the pickles,- and 
scald them without boiling a few 
minutes. Then put them hot in the 
vessel for keeping. To make them 
brittle, scald several times. Put in a 
few peppers.
